The trip to and from Russia was by way of 
Africa, where he saw the beginning of action 
against Rommel. His observations on the 
conduct of Britishers and Americans away 
from home are not flattering to either group.

The land 
was not opened during his lifetime, but the 
crusade was carried on by his successors and 
the land rush of 1889 followed. This is western 
history of chiefly local appeal.

STANDARDS FOR PERSONNEL GRADES. Minimum 
education, experience, and salaries recommended are given 
in defining three grades of clerical workers.
